Entimsiastic claims are made of success during SSF Month, which was "intended to 
honor the Soviet October Revolution anniversary and Chinese emulation of the 
ISSE^" with steps made to "further promote" SSF measures* Despite Soviet great- 
ness and superiority, discordant notes are heard from Dairen, where industrial 
leaders still must be urged to promote progressive Soviet experiences, and 
factory workers, unin^ressed by Russian technicians, still like reactionary 
Anglo-American and Japanese methods. Direct Moscow guidance on the Lanchow- 
Sinkiang Railway is revealed, and the Moscow link with Slno -Mongol! an rapprochement 
becomes more apparent when SSFA, rather than Sino-Mongolian Friendship Association, 
members attend the Ulan Bator cultural conference.
